1/2/09. Claims 1-33 are currently pending and have been examined. 
Applicant's IDS have been considered. There is no claim to foreign priority.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 

improvement over the invention patented in Poznanski (US 5,848,385) in 
view of Berger (US 6,304,841, which properly incorporates Brown et al, 
(Brown, US 5,477,451 ). 

The Examiner notes, the reasons for allowance are explicitly detailed 
within applicant's Appeal Brief filed 6/16/08, see pages 17-28. 
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As indicated witiiin tine previous office action, and as tine Appeal Brief 
is deemed part of tine prosecution of tine current application, the Examiner 
concurs with applicant stated distinctions between the closest prior art as 
listed above, and thus claims 1-33 are deemed allowable.
